CHICAGO, June 12.—The mysterious dis-

A. R. U. petered out to-day. He presented 


himself at the United States Marshal’s office 
at 11 a. m., after having been lost to the 
authorities since noon yesterday. Mr. Debs 
said that he had gone to sleep*at a friend’s 
house, and had not awakened until this 
morning. 

When Debs, whose term of imprisonment 
in Woodstock Jail was to have begun last 
night, had not been found up to 10 o'clock 
to-day there was considerable uneasiness. 
United States Deputy Marshals had been 
searching for the missing man since 5 
o'clock last night; but no trace of him had 
been found up to the hour named. Debs 
surrendered himself to the Marshal yester- 
— * don and was given his liberty until 5

DIFFER NTIAL VALUES OF METALS. 

There has always been a difference be- 
tween the commercial or bullion value of 
the two metals and the legal or coinage 
value. This characteristic of difference at- 
taches to both, No denomination of the 

old coinage of the United States has a 
Fullion value equal to the legal value there- 
of. The gold dollar is not what eit purports 
to be. The whole series of these gold coins 
is made from bullion only nine-tenths fine. 
I do not go into the reasons for this—J state 
the fact. The whole of the gold coin is 
tithed—it is placed under par bullion value 
of the subtraction of one-tenth. This is why 
these coins outside of our own country pass 
only by weight, not by count. The missing 
tenth is what is called alloy. This alloy is 
not gold at all; it is a mixture of copper 
and silver—only one-tenth of silver, nine of 
copper. Of course this alloy reduces the 
commercial value as metal of the whole 
series of gold coin. This now here 
spoken of because of a very curious claim 
made vy the edvocates of gold monomet- 
allism, that a piece of money whose bullion 
value may be less than its legal value is 
unsound and is dishonest. 

Tt is the same with the silver coinage, the 

doliar and that part called subsidiary 
money.

THE WORLD'S american MED- 


The fact—which nobody has questioned— 
that more than half of the combined cir- 
culation of all the States of the Occident 
consists of legal tender paper notes; the 
fact, which all admit, that over % per cent 
of all the exchanges of the world are trans- 
acted, not with money, whether of metal 
or paper, but with mere orders for money, 
such as checks and bills of exchange— 
these facts, together with others, prove 
that metallic coin, though made of both 
silver and gold, is quite inadequate to 
justly measure the parity of exchanges, 
so that the coin has to be eked out not 
only with paper money, but also—and still 
more largely~—with orders and promises of 
money, which, being limited in circulation 
to one or two persons and slow of movement 
at that, have to be continually drawn, de- 
stroyed and redrawn. In short, the growth 
of commerce during this century of steam 
and electricity has been so enormous that 
the equity of exchanges has come to rest 
chiefly upon paper money and private orders 
for paper money, the latter affecting to be 
exchangeable or promising to be exchanged 
on demand for coins of gold or silver. e- 
fective and dangerous as such systems have 
proved, no satisfactory substitute for them 
has yet been found, and like many other 
institutions inherited from the part, we have 
been content to patch them up and make 
them last as long as possible. 

What now shall be thought of the man or 
the men who thirty years ago deliberately 
destroyed one-half of the scant support 
upon which the stupendous superstructure 
of the world’s commerce contracts and ex- 
“ge egg de ds? And what now shall 

done to further patch that tottering 
system which—like Dr. Holmes’ one-horse 
chaise—threatens to fall in pieces alto- 
gether? 

Concerning this last suggestion you need 
no guidance from historians of money; your 
minds are already made up; your verdict 18 
determined; the law must be restored. Con- 
cerning the history of the demonetization 
I am here to unfold it to you, because in 
it is contained the reputation of those false 
and traitorous cries of interested motives,” 
“dishonest money” and the like, with which 
the friends of restoration have been as- 
sailed. 

The monetary commission of 1876 with 
which I was connected reported that the 
acts of 1873 were one of them passed sur- 
reptiously and the other upon false or erro- 
neous assurances. This has since been 
vehemently denied. I am going to show 
you not only that the commission was right, 
but that these acts were the issue of Buro- 
pean intrigue and precedent. 

At the périod of this legislation the ratio 
of value at which silver and gold were pur- 
chased and coined at the French mints was 
fifteen and one-half weights for one: at the 
mints of the United States sixteen for one. 
In consequence of this difference (about 3 

er cent), those who had silver to coin sent 

t to Paris, rather than Philadelphia or New 
Orleans. Had the opposition to the coinage 
of dollars in two metals and the preference 
for one metal over the other been of Amer- 
ican origin, the one metal chosen would in- 
evitably have been silver, because, in fact, 
the silver dollar was worth 3 per cent more 
than the Id one and because the fund- 
holders, who notoriously promoted and sup- 
— the legislation of 1873, would no more 

ave preferred a gold dollar then than they 
would a silver dollar now. But in France, 
indeed in Europe generally, whose miints 
and markets commonly followed the ‘vast 
coinage of France; the gold and silver coins 
of like denomination were of precisely equal 
value. Hence to the European holder of an 
American bond in 1863-4 it made no difference 
whether he was paid in gold or silver coin, 
provided—and this was the point essentially 
important to his interest or cupidity—pro- 
vided that thé debtor was deprived of the 
option of paying im coins of the other metal. 

he preference of gold was certainly not 
American, because at the American mints 
ratio gold dollars when melted down were 
only worth N cents. It was therefore Hu- 
ropean. We shall presently see why these 
„cheaper dollars were preferred to silver 


ones. 
THE CODE NAPOLEON. 


Under the code Napoleon it was explicitly 
laid down that all debts, es and con- 
tracts for sums of money, no matter in 
what éther B expressed, were legally 


and equitably dischargeable in the current | 


tions, upon the day 
of payment. This prin we came down from 
the Roman Commonweaith; it was reserve 
by Paulus in the Digest; it was upheld by 
all the juris consults of the empire and of 
the various provinces and kingdoms into 
which the e re afterwards split; it was 
t emphasis and erudi- 
ew Hale in the celebrated 
case of the Mixed Moneys, and it was main- 
tained by the United States Supreme Court 
in the t cases which were ddjudicated 
by Chiéf Justice Chase and a full bench. 

At the last time when the necessities of 
our governments compelled it to issue hun- 
dreds, nay almost ousands of millions 
of 6 per cent and 5 per cent bonds, with in- 
terest payable in (coins) the French court 
of Cassation promulgated a decision in 
perfect accordance not only with the entire 
range of legal authority, but also with the 
code Napoleon, to the effect that on this 
subject no man could contract himself out 
of the law; in short, that contracts for mon- 
ey were equitable, dischargeable in the cur- 
rent money of the d of payment. This 
decision alarmed the pean holders of 
American bonds. What might not those 
shrewd, those p ve Americans do 
with respect to the interest on these bonds 
which was pa le in (colns)? Perhaps 
then would s coins of debased gold, 
Uke the ancient thenians, or pewter and 
gun material, like the Princes of the House 
of Stuart, or ted brass, like the tty 
Lords of then racted Germany. ould 
— not justified by law, by history, by 
authority, by precedent, by the decisions so 
recently rende in our French court of 
Cassation? Most assuredly. 

There was but one way to divert such a 

ity. This was to demonetize one of 

us metals and fix the standard of 

the other. But which metal should be de- 
monetized a? Oh, no! the American 
Government would never conBent to that 
because it would oblige them to pay in 
silver dollars, which, under the operation

. on the 10th February, 1870, the bill con- 
8 ning this provision was brought into the 
ommons by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer (Mr. Robt: Lowe) and Mr. Stans- 
field. Its professed object was to consoli- 
date and amend the law relating to the coin- 
age in Her Majesty's mint. In moving for 
leave to introduce it, Mr. Lowe said its 
objects were merely to consolidate the rules 
and regulations of the mint, and abolish 
the useless office of Mint Master, and thus 
save £3,500 a year to the nation. Upon these 
assurances the bill was read for the first 
time and put upon its passage. The bill 
not only contained the provisions above 
cited, it prescribed the manner and form 
in which this privilege of silver coinage 
might be exercised. ection 12 of the bill 
provided that “it shall be lawful for Her 
d with the advice of the Privy Coun- 
selor, from time to time by proclamation 
to do all or any of the following matters, 
vis.“ Clause 7. “To regulate any matters 
relative to the coinage and the mint which 
are not provided for in this act.“ 


These were the only provisions of the bill 
relating to that royal prerogative of silver 
coinage which had been reserved in the 
act 56 Geo. III., o. 68. It is evident that in 
order to effectually destroy this prerogative 
both sections, section 9, lines 14 to 20, and 
section 12. clause 7, of the bill of Feb. 10, 
1870, had to be altered, The former provis- 
ion was a restriction or Umitatſon of the lat- 
ter; therefore its repeal (by itself) instead 
of destroying would have enlarged the 
royal prerogative, This consideration made 
it necessary, if the prerogative was to be 
destroyed, to deal with both clauses: and 
this is precisely what was done. The second 
n took place Feb. 25, 1870, when after 
a free discussion, during which no intention 
was disclosed of destroying or curtailing 
the royal prerogative of silver coinage, the 
bill was committed. When the bill emerged 
from committee March 10 that portion of 
clause 9, namely, lines 14 to 2, which might 
have opened the mints to the coinage of sil- 
ver, had disa —＋ altogether, and men- 
tion of this elimination appears in the de- 
bates reported by Hansard. He simply says, 
volume 199, col. 1730: Clauses or sections 
8 to 10. inclusive, added. In section 12, 
clause 7, the following italicised words 
were inserted, making the clause read as fol-

cases because nursing interferes with the 
mother’s pleasures or work. Mother's milk 
is the natural food for babies, and unitl 
they cut their teeth they should have no 
other. If milk has to be used it 
should be scalded, but not boiled, as soon 
as received. Then it will keep fresh for 
twenty-four hours. For a young baby two 
cups of water should be added to one cup 
of milk to make it as nearly as possible like 
mother’s milk, and enough white sugar 
should be added to give it the same sweet- 
ness. The baby should not be overfed. Un- 
tl a month or six weeks old, every two 
hours is often enough, and after that less 
often. Care should be taken to have the 
bottle kept scrupulously clean. Do not 
feed the child every time it cries. Some- 
times it needs water—just a few drops—and 
milk does not take the place of water. 

“Some people have a notion that a baby 
should be warmly clothed even in hot 
weather. They should be clothed as lightly 
as possible in the heat of summer, and be 
allowed to lay and kick naked in the heat 
of the day. If chilly in the mornings and 
evenings put light flannels on. A baby 
should be washed all over at least once a 
day, and oftener during extreme heat. Fresh 
air is essential.

It is bound to be 
fresher than the air of the house. 

“For children over a year old care should 
be taken of their diet. They should not eat 
unripe fruit, or too much flesh meat. The 
bowels should be watched, and constipation 
or relaxation guartied against. If sick and 
simple home remedies do not bring relief do 
not give the child patent medicines and 
soothing syrups, but call in a doctor. It is 
always best for a child to sleep alone in a 
cradle, never in the same bed with an adult. 
Fresh air, proper clothing and diet are the 
three great preservatives. With proper at- 
tention to these the mortality would show 
a marked decrease.“

The ordinance makes it the duty of 
owners, agents or occupiers to keep the 
sidewalks and gutters in front of their 
property clean and free from all garbage, 
rotten fruit, old paper and other waste 
matter, The same rule applies to alleys 
and requires snow to be promptly: re 
moved from driveways and sidewalks. 

This is a salutary regulation in which 
every citizen is interested.

PNEUMATIC GUNS. 


The Battery Designed to Protect San 
Francisco. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12.—By next 
fall, if all goes well, the new battery of 
pneumatic guns located at Fort Winfield 
Scott on the Presidio Reservation, intended 
for the protection of San Francisco, will be 


turned over to the War Department. The 
battery is even now practically complete, 
but owing to the difficulty of securing an 
adequate water supply, upon the application 
of contractors, the War Department granted 
an extension of the time for the delivery 
from April to Nov. 27 next. To operate the 
plant, a power ~ steam pumping equipment 
is necessary compress the air which 
throws the projectiles laden with half 

of dynamite, an of course, the steam 
plant requires a Water supply tor the 


boilers. 

When good progr had been made in 
putting up the battery and machinery the 
contractors found, to their dismay, that not 
a drop of fresh water was to be found on the 
site. To obtain water, they were obliged to 
run pipes half a mile to tap the conduit 
leading to the Presidio and then to install 
pumps to force the water up to the bluff. 
They have contended that the Government 
should defray the ex se of this work, as 
the water is intended for the supply of the 
fort, but, as the contract was so worded as 
to require them to furnish every 4 
nance necessary to the operation of the bat- 
tery, the success of their application is 
doubtful. This battery is composed of three 
15-inch guns, one more than the battery in- 
stalled at Sandy Hook for the defense of 
New York Harbor, and it is so placed as to

The Great American Claimant Before 
the Court of Land Claims. 


SANTA FE, N. M.., June 12.—In the Court 
of Private Land Claims, yesterday, James 
Addison Peralta-Reavis—claimant to 1, 
700,000 acres in Arizona—coolly announced 
that being without counsel and having been 
denied a continuance, he had nothing at all 
to offer.
